k, & common observer might have 
‘thought him awkward ; and cven a consum- 
mate. judge could only have been struck 
‘with the exquisite justness of his ideas, and 
‘the © ; simplicity of his manner. 
‘Bur no sooner had he spoken fo f 
“thin he was changed into another being. 
‘He forgot himeclf and every thing around 
‘him. He thought only of Ris subject. His 
‘genius warmed and kindled as he went on. 
He darted fire into his audience. Tor- 
‘rents of impetuous eloquence sweep along 
their feelings and convictions. Hie certain- 
ly possesséd above all moderns, that union 
“of reasor, simplicity and vchemence, which 
"formed the prince of orators. He was the 
“most Demosthenian speaker since the days 
‘cf Demosthenes. “J knew him,” says Mr. 
‘Burke, in a pamphlet written after their uo- 
“happy difference, * when he was nineteen ; 
‘since which he has risen by slow degrees to 
be the most bri!liant and accomplished debat- 
er the world ever saw.” 

The quiet dignity of a mind roused only 
‘by great objects, the absence of petty bus- 
‘tle, the contempt of show, the abhorrence of 
intrigue, the plainness and downrightoess, 
‘and the thorough good nature which distin- 
guished Mr. Fox, seem to render him no 
andve representative of the old English 
character, which if it ever changed, we 
should be sanguine indeed to expect to see 
‘ft succeeded by a better. The simplicity 
‘of his character inspired confidence, the ar- 
dour of his eloquence roused enthusiasm, 
and the gentleness of his manners invited 
friendship. “1 admired,” says Mr. Gib- 
bon, after describing a day passed with him 
at Lausanne, “the powers of a superior 
™an, as they are blended in his character, 
with all the softnese and simplicity of a 
Child: no human being was ever more free 
from any taint of malignity, vanity or falae- 
hood.” 
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* The meastres which he supported or 
x may divide the opinion of posteri- 
ty, as they have divided those of the pres- 
ent age. But he will most certainly com- 
mand the unanimous reverence of future 
generations, by his pure sentiments toward 
the commonwealth, by his zeal for the civil 
and religious rights of all men, by his liber- 
al principles, favourable to mild govern- 
ment, to the unfettered exercise of the hu- 
man faculties, and the progressive civiliza- 
tion of mankind ; by his ardent love for a 
ccuntry of which the well-being and great- 
pess, were, indecd, inseparable from his 
own glory; and by his profotnd feverence 
for that free constitution, which he was uni- 
versally edmittec to understand better than 
any oiher man of his age, both in an actu- 
alip- legal, end in a comprehensive philoso- 
phical sense.

M. Rousseau’s eloquence, which is the 
shining side of his character, I should say 
that it was-not wholly free from the defect 
sometimes: found in that of the Roman ora- 
‘tor : and that their great talent for expres- 
sion was apt to produce a prolizity in both. 
This last performance chiefly is exposed to 
this objection ; and Il own that, though it 
abounds in noble and shining passages, it 
gave me rather less pleasure than his former 
writings. However; it carries still the stamp 
of a great genius ; and what enhances its 
beauty, the stamp of a very particular genius. 
The aoble pride, and spleen, and indigna- 
tion of the author buret out in a hundred 
| places, and serves fully to characterise the 
lofty spirit of the man.
